WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Foods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


The week just closed may be written down as a fa- 
vorable one for canners crops in most sections of the 
country. Nearly every section has experienced some 
rain, as well as warm sunshine, while some have had it 
too cool for the best growth of both corn and tomatoes, 
and the week did not close without its record of severe 
storms. This week Maryland again came in for its share 
of nature’s wrath, in the form of a very severe and heavy 
rain and wind storm on the night of the thirty-first, cov- 
ering all the northern and western part of the State, and 
in one stretch of Western Maryland, where the larger 
corn canning plants are located, this storm was accom- 
panied by a remarkably heavy fall of hail. The daily 
papers reported this in a sensational manner, saying: 
“Frederick, Md., August 1.—A terrific hail storm passed 
over Mt. Airy and portions of Frederick, Carroll and 
Howard counties, doing great damage. Corn was cut 
to pieces and live stock in the fields were injured and 
many chickens killed. In places branches of trees were 
cut off as with a knife. The fall of hail was the greatest 
in the memory of the oldest inhabitants. In places it~ 
covered the ground to the depth of nearly 16 inches. It 
is estimated that the storm was three miles wide and 
covered a strip of 15 miles in length. It passed over 
about 28,500 acres of growing crops, and is said to have 
done damage to the extent of fully $200,000.” 

In this devastated section, however, there is not a 
great deal of corn grown for the canneries, so that with 
the exception of the small loss it will not fall heavily 
upon the canners. 

From Luray, Va., in the midst of the heavy tomato 
packing section of Virginia, and be it known that tomato 
canning is by all odds the leading industry of that sec- 
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tion, comes a report of a cyclone and hail storm on the 

- same night as above, and probably a part of that same 
storm, which caused great havoc and ruination to the 
crops. 

There seems little doubt that the tomato crop of 
this section, and the entire peninsula, is suffering from 
the excess of rains. The vines generally seem healthy 
and of good size and are well fruited, but the tomatoes 
are rotting on the vines before ripening. They have 
been blighted to a more or less extent by these rains 
which have occurred with persistent regularity, and the 
cool weather that has prevailed. Adverse reports are 
naturally looked for at this season, but it is no secret 
that the heavy sellers of future tomatoes are worried by 


the present condition of the crop, though they-have not, 


lost hope of better conditions later and a full crop ulti- 
mately. Conditions that are very similar to these rule i iM. 
the great tomato canning sections of the west, reports 
from that section showing that the weeds and grass have 
gotten ahead of the growers, and that the crop is suffer- 
ing in consequence. All realize that a tomato vine is not 
dead until the snow flies and is liable to take a turn for 
the better at any moment and produce-a good crop, un- 
less it becomes blighted, but that is the danger now con- 
fronting the growers. 
though no one doubts that it will prove a good crop, and: 
a satisfactory one to all concerned. 

With corn the conditions are not as good by any 
means. The crop in this section is uneven, very spotted 
and stunted in growth. The cool weather in all heavy 
corn growing sections of the East, including New York 
State, which is afflicted with a long dry spell in addition 
to cold weather, has not been beneficial to corn. Predic- 
tions of from 60 per cent. to 75 per cent. of a crop are 
being made, but it is yet too early to say definitely . Gen- 
erally speaking there is a good acreage out in every sec- 
tion and as with tomatoes, while the crop of corn is not 
yet made, it would be no great surprise to see a good 
crop and a heavy pack. But it is already late as com- 
pared with last season, for at this time last year some 
canneries were at work on their pack. There seems no 
indication of commencing corn packing before the latter 
part of the month, if before September. Maine has been 
having somewhat better corn weather lately, but reports 
as to the probable outcome are conflicting. Some expect 
a fair pack if the frosts hold off late enough, while others 
cannot see how a full pack is possible, both on account 
of a cut in the acreage and the poor weather conditions, 
as well as the great probability of frost ending it. 

In the West corn is generally doing well, with ex- 
ceptional spots here and there; but the reports from 
lowa are just as conflicting as those from Maine. One 
report, evidently of a bearish nature, says the acreage 
of the State is 10 per cent. greater than last season, and 
that the crop looks the finest ever, adding that nothing 
but frost or hail can cut the pack below an average. An- 
other report under the same date, and from a point near 
the former, places the acreage at 15 per cent. less than 


The tomato crop is not yet made,’ 


last season, but says that indications are for almost a 
normal crop. Nearly all reports place the acreage of that 
State slightly below last year, but indicate good pros- 
pects. . 


The pea pack is rapidly growing to a close, many of 
the factories having already finished. New York State’s 
crop has proven a great disappointment to all the can- 
ners. The early crop was very short, and the late crop 
has turned out as bad if not worse. The weather has 
been dry and cold all season on peas. 


Michigan and Wisconsin have been much more 
fortunate;:and not a few of the canners there have filled 
all future contracts and have some surplus to spare. But 
the total pea pack will hardly be sufficient to cover re- 
quirements until next season. 


In this market there has been a very brisk demand 
fet spot tomatoes, though mainly in the same style of 
small, 25 and 50 case lots. No 10s are very scarce and 
the country is being scoured to supply the needs. Spot 
stocks of old tomatoes have about been cleaned out, and 
few or none are offering. New prices on tomatoes are 
made at all points, as will be seen in our market pages. 


The pack of peaches in this section, while it began this 
week, will be very light for the Maryland and Delaware 
peach crop amounts to little or nothing, the severe winter 
have killed it. Stocks of all canned fruits are very low 
and in fair demand. In fact the entire market has had 
some attention this week and is firm, holders refusing 
to sacrifice. 


APPENDICITIS, NOT PTOMAINE POISONING. 


In its issue of May 1, the Cleveland .(Ohio) Press pub- 
lished the following article: 


“Pension Widow.” 


“The fire pension trustees Wednesday granted $25 a month 
to Mrs. N. M. MeGuire, 1703 W. 38th St., widowed mother 
of John McGuire, fireman, who died recently of ptomaine 
poisoning from eating canned goods.” 

This matter was immediately taken up by our Bureau of 
Publicity and we secured the signed statement of Mrs. Mc- 
Guire to the effect that she thought the fatal illness was 
appendicitis, as he had complained a number of times of 
stomach trouble and only a few days previous to his illness 
had inquired for Jamica ginger to relieve pain at that time. 
He had been afflicted in this manner for years, and eight 
years ago was told by the examining physician that he was 
troubled with appendicitis; that seven other members of the 
family partook of the same meal that was alleged to have 
caused the illness of John McGuire, and none of them were af- 
fected in any manner. 

We also’ secured the signed statement of the two doctors 
who attended John McGuire in his last illness, in which they 
stated that they had diagnosed his case as acute appendicitis 
and had treated it as such; and that anaes events proved 
the same to be correct, 


These facts were called to the attention of the editor of 
the Cleveland Press and he published an article in his issue 
of May 24th, giving a history of the case and fully exonerating 
canned foods from being the cause of the illness. This article

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The New York Market 


Market better than at 1st of July—Buying only as required, but feeling better—Pea 


buying slow, waiting further knowledge of pack—Fruit buying awaiting 


definite information—Salmon demand good—Noted in the trade. 


Reported by Telegraph 


New York, August 2, 1912. 


The Market.—Not much activity is shown in any 
line. Business seems to be limited to requirements of 
dealers and by no means reaches a volume satisfactory to 
any one. Through most of the Northern sections the 
weather has been fair during the week, with sufficient 
rain to keep the soil moist. The nights have been too 
cool for corn, but tomatoes have come ahead very rapidly 
and New Jersey fields which two weeks ago looked dis- 
couraging are now fresh and making a good growth. It 
would seem, therefore, that much of the danger to that 
crop has passed. Corn has not done so well, partly, per- 
haps, because its growth was even more seriously re- 
tarded through the twenty-four hours continuous hot 
weather through the twenty-four hours to keep corn 
growing. Other crops are looking well, and promise a 
fair yield. While buyers show no desposition to stock 
up, the holder is still firm in his views and refuses to 
make concessions, even when by so doing he could 
secure additional business. Upon the whole, however, 
the market is in good position and the increased activity 
of fall will bring about better conditions. The beginning 
of August finds the situation much better than at the be- 
ginning of July, and this encourages dealers to remain 
steadfast in their demands for present, or even higher 
prices. 

Tomatoes.—The market attracts considerable atten- 
tion, but jobbers under the conditions of offerings are not 
inclined to anticipate wants to any extent. All buying is 
governed by the immediate needs of the trade without 
reference to the prices ruling. Quotations are irregular, 
No. 3s showing fair quality and pale color are offered at 
95c. to 97MYc. f. o. b. factory. An occasional lot can be 
picked up at 92%c., and in one instance a sale was re- 
corded at 90c. factory. Old 3s are offered at $1 to $1.05, 
No. 2s at 85c. and No. 10s at $3.40. Future tomatoes get 
a fair call in the range of 60c. for 2s, 90c. for 3s and $2.40 
for 10s f. 0. b. factory. The outlook on the Maryland 
output generally was considered good despite the recent 
rains. 

Peas.—There are many varying ‘reports concern- 
ing the outlook for peas. Credence was given in many, 
quarters to rumors that the ‘Wisconsin pack is much 
smaller than was reported last week. There were many 
Wisconsin dealers, however; who maintained that the 
outlook is all that was predicted and said they are. shap- 
ing their plans in accordance. Still there is a disposi- 
tion on the part of buyers to go slowly, pending a com- 
pleter knowledge of the pack. Some factors believe the 
total pack will run larger than the early estimates, but 


the feature that concerns the jobber most is the percent- 
age of delivery on contracts. There has been no change 
recored in the price sitaution. 

Corn.—Trading is merely on a routine basis. Spot 
corn is steady. Not much movement is reported. There 
was still wide variance in the reports concerning futures, 
and buyers are inclined to pay little attention to the situa- 
tion until something more definite develops. 

Asparagus.—Liittle interest has developed. 

Spinach.—There was fair trading with prices un- 
changed. The market is steady. 

String Beans.—A steady tone is noted on state, and 
Southern pack is offered freely. 

California Fruits.—Trading in canned fruits showed 
little activity. Reports from the coast continue favor- 
able and the opinion prevails, generally, that a large out- 
put may be expected. There is a tendency, however, on 
the part of local handlers to wait further developments 
in the general situation before increasing the many pur- 
chases that have already been effected. Future Califor- 
iia fruits practically all hold the same prices as prevailed 
in the trading at the close of the week. 

Apples.—State No. 10s for future delivery are offered 
for fall shipment at $2.25 per dozen on 1912 pack. The 
tone is easy on all offerings in old pack. 

Pears.—Are in fair request. 

Peaches.—Southern peaches get good attention on 
old pack, but packers are not disposed to move goods in 
futures pending a better knowledge of crop and pack con- 
ditions. There is a fair call in small fruits, but the 
market is by no means active at this particular period. 

Blueberries.—Sales have about cleaned up the sup- 
ply. The few old pack remaining are held at such 
‘regular figures that it is impossible to quote prices upon 
them which will afford an idea of the market. Buyers 
pick up a few here and there, but in the main the market 
is over for the present, or until new pack arrives. 

Strawberries.—The sales of new pack have scarcely 
been up to expectation, but recently a little revival has 
been quoted. Conditions seem a bit more favorable to 
holders, though demand is limited to relatively small. re- 
quirements. In the main prices are firm, though here and 
there it'is possible'to shade quotations in making a some- 
what liberal offer. The outlook is considered fair for 
moderate activity through the month. 

Raspberries.—Not much is passing in the market. 
Old stock is about exhausted and new supplies are not 
yet-available. The situation offers no factor of special 
interest. 
~~ Blackberries—The stock on hand is limited and 
prices remain practically as hitherto reported, though in 
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many instances they are subjects of negotiation between 
buyer and seller. 

Gooseberries.—Holders remain firm in their views 
upon the few still remaining, but there is little to interest 
them. The situation is firm, without much activity be- 
yond satisfying the actual daily requirements of dealers. 

Salmon.—The demand in salmon still continues on 
the healthy basis which characterized the final trading of 
last week. There was particular demand for sockeye 
salmon halves, with none to be had. Chinook is held to 
a steady basis, and there were optomistic reports that 
the run has increased. These reports, it is expected, 
may effect a change very shortly in the prices which have 
been prevailing. Red Alaska salmon also figured well 
in the firm basis of the general market and higher quota- 
tions before next week are freely predicted. The tone is 
weak in pink talls. Offerings are quoted at from 92%c. 
tc 95c. Reports of lower prices are heard. The demand 
is very light. 

Sardines.—There was less activity in sardines than 
was displayed a few days ago. The demand was suf- 
cient, however, to maintain the general confidence which 
sellers have been displaying for some time and the de- 
mand and tone is firm. Business is confined to jobbing 


lots. Little old pack is on offer. Imported sardines are 
dull. 


Picked Up In the Trade.—New pack tomatoes are in 
market and the quality is considered very good for first 
arrivals. Prices are very irregular, ranging from 9214@ 
95c. f. o. b. factory. There is less complaint of watery 
pack than usual at the beginning of the season, thanks to 
the enforcement of new regulations.

Sales are reported covering 1,400 cases of pink 
salmon on a basis of 85c. for No. 1 talls, but it could not 
be confirmed. So far nothing is offered below 92%c. ex- 
warehouse,

of important canned food firms and business is at a low 
ebb in consequence.Fortunately for the reduced force 
icra is at work in most establishments the demand is 
ight.

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The Chicago Market 


Tomato prices declined in sympathy North Eastern—New pack awaited— 


Probability of big improvement in Corn helps market—Indication 


of smaller Corn pack—Pea situation confused. 


Reported by Telegraph 


. Chicago, August 2nd, 1912. 

Weather.—The weather in this section for the past 
week has been quite variable, passing from hot, rainy 
humidity to bright, cold days and nights. 

Canned Tomatoes.—Considerable new packing is in 
transit from the East, but none has arrived to date. 
Prices have declined in sympathy with the price of new 
packing in Maryland, as will be seen from price list 
quoted in this issue. Very little buying is in vogue as 
nearly all the jobbers are waiting for their future con- 
tracts to be shipped. 

Indiana packers do not expect to ship any of their 
1912 pack of tomatoes before September Ist as their 
planting is very late and crops are delayed. 

No stock of 1911 pack of any consequence remains 
in jobbers hands, and buying is at a stand still. 

Canned Corn.— This market is quiet and without in- 
terest, both for spot and future goods. Wholesale grocers 
appear to have contracted for their requirements for their 
private labels, and as sales of future corn to the retail 
trade have been much smaller than usual, there is no 
anxiety or disposition on the part of wholesale grocers 
to buy in order to cover future sales. 

Packers are evidently preparing to cut out poor stuff 
and the prohability is that the quality of the 1912 pack 
of corn will be superior to any ever packed. It will be 
packed tender, of proper consistancy the corn that is too 
ripe or mature will be used for stock feeding, and under 
the pure food inspection laws all sacharine for sweeting, 
corn starch for bleaching and filling will be “CUT OUT.” 

Much of the canned corn packed will be double cut, 
that is to say the grain will be cut twice while passing 
through the cutter and altogether great improvements 
are outlined in the pack of canned corn. 

Packers have found that they could sell their corn 
of good quality at a good price and sell it easily while the 
over ripe tough stuff that some packed last year, so dry 
that it absorbed the moisture and caked in the cans, could 
scarcely be sold at all, except at a distressing. loss and 
ruinous sacrifice. 

The article written by J. F. McCall, of Gibson Can- 
ning Co., some time ago and published in The Trade 
sounded the slogan for the season’s work, and has put a 
lot of courage into the corn canners hearts and made 
them determined to pack quality this season instead of 
quantity, and everyone is hoping that that policy will be 
strictly pursued. 

It is the salvation of the situation. A great big pack 
of corn, including poor stuff and everything good or bad 
coming from the fields to the factory this year would 
break the back of the market and cause canners every- 
where heavy losses, and this prediction and warning ap- 
plies to Maine, New York, Maryland and to the East as 
well as to Ohio, Indiana; Illinois, lowa and the West. 

Everybody is hoping and expecting that a pack of 
corn confined to strictly high quality will be the output 

in 1912. 


A Late Word On Corn.—A representative of a big 
can making establishment was interviewed today and 
said: 

“Maryland corn prospects are not good. New York 
has had too much dry weather for corn; Ohio and Indi- 
ana are very late dn corn, and have a bad stand. You do 
not find a good prospect until you reach Illinois, where 
the prospects are good for a good crop. lowa has about 
the same acreage as last year, and so far has a good pros- 
pect. The corn pack is going to be much smaller than 
last year. Bad corn weather is good tomato weather, and 
the pack of tomatoes will probably be good.” 


Canned Peas.—The market is in a very confused con- 
dition and has not yet come out of the mix up that it 
seems to have gotten into. 


Some Wisconsin packers are delivering 100 per cent. 
on contracts, some are delivering as little as 10, 15, 30 
and 50 per cent. ,and some Michigan packers are making 
short deliveries. 


Indiana packers have generally delivered in com- 
pliance with contract, some 100 per cent., some 80 per . 
cent., some 60 per cent., and others who had prorate con- 
tracts have delivered smaller percentages not because 
their crop was not normal, but because they over sold 
their possible producing capacity, knowing that their 
contracts permitted them to scale down quantities. 


"A few Indiana packers had a surplus over their 
future sales, but they have now all sold out and some of 
the less fortunate are trying to buy in the open market 
in order to fill their contracts. This situation has largely 
developed from the use of imported seed which has uni- 
versally turned out badly. 


A few Wisconsin packers still have peas to sell, but 
the lots are being picked up rapidly. 


I have seen quotations on a few lots of Wisconsin 
surplus stock F. O. B. factory: Fancy No. 4 Sweet Peas, 
No. 2 Cans, $1.25; Fancy No. 5 Sweet Peas, No. 2 Cans,, 
$1.15; Fancy No. 1 Alaska Peas, No. 2 Cans, $2.00; 
Standard No. 3 Alaska Peas, No. 2 Cans, $1.15. 


It will be observed that these prices are much higher 
than opening prices, and as they represent the views of 
packers who own the goods it is to be inferred that such 
are the market prices, but I understand that the pea brok- 
ers are being snowed under with orders from jobbers who 
have not bought futures and who are anxious to get in 
before further advances. 

Canned Salmon.—The article is unchanged from last 
week. It is reported here that the Alaska pack will run 
very heavy and that prices may be even lower to open 
than $1.50 coast. This makes holders restless, and there 
is a strong pressure to sell Cohoes, Medium Red, Stan- 
dard Red and Pink in 1 pound tall cans. 

American Sardines.—Quite an improvement in de- 
mand is noticeable this week, and country jobbers are 
ordering freely in 25 and 50 case lots for immediate ship- 
ment. Chicago jobbers are well supplied with stock and 
are free sellers at factory prices freight added.

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MORE RETRACTIONS SECURED—CANNED FOODS 
INNOCENT. 


In its issue of May 7, 1912, the Celeveland (Ohio) Press 
published an article entitled ““Blame Canned Goods,” in which 
it was stated that during the past two weeks nearly every 
co-ed living in the dormitories at Worcester (Ohio) University, 
has been made sick from ptomaine poisoning. Just where 
the poison came from has been a mystery, but the authorities 


suspect canned goods, which have been removed from the 
girls’ diet. 


Our Bureau of Publicity fully investigated this case and 
proved conclusively that canned foods were not in any way 
responsible for the illness. We secured the signed statement 
of the matron of the girls’ domitory, in which she stated 
that she was positive the sickness was not caused by ptomaine 
poisoning; that her conclusion was that the sickness was an 
infective disease, as a number of people in Worcester was 
affected in a like manner, and that some of the girls who 
were affected had not touched any canned goods at all. She 
also stated that following the sickness of the girls they had 
discontinued the use of canned foods for about seven days, 
but have since used the same brands of canned foods regularly. 


We also secured the signed statement of the two attending 
physicians, both statements being to the effect that the illness 
was not due in any way to ptomaine poisoning, and that they 
were unable to find the exact source of the infection. 

When these facts were brought to the attention of the 
editor of the Cleveland (Ohio) Press he published in his 
issue of June ist, a full retraction, clearing canned foods from 


-any blame. 


There also appeared in the Worcester (Oho) Republican 
a long article entitled “‘Ptomaine Not Ptomaine at all at 
Holden Hall.” This article was written by the head of the 
Department of Chemistry at the University and states in 
substance that the illness was due to an infective disease 
instead of ptomaine poisoning from canned foods.

MEXICAN TOMATOES IN UNITED STATES. 


Immense Shipments of Early Crop—Will Cannery Promoters 
Now Enter Mexico? We Doubt It. 


During the shipping season which ended about June 15, 
1912, 257 carloads of fresh tomatoes, having a net weight 
of 5,860,232 pounds, were exported from Mexico through the 
port of Nogales. This exportation showed considerable in- 
crease over the exportation of last year, which amounted to 
196 carloads, having a net weight of 4,289,619 pounds. 

While passing out at this port, these tomatoes were not 
raised in this consular district, but were raised in the vicinity 
of Los Mochis, in northern Sinaloa, and were all exported to 
the United States in order to supply the demand for early 
tomatoes in the Northern markets. The tomato crop from the 
West Coast of Mexico began to move through this port as 
early as December 15, and during the season the shipments 
went principally to New York, Chicago, Philadelphia, Kansas 
City, Seattle, Denver, Los Angeles, San Francisco, Salt Lake 
City, Portland, Oreg., Houston, Tex., Omaha, Memphis, Spo- 
kane, Little Rock, El Paso, and St. Louis. 

While some (parictularly those shipped to Philadelphia) 
were exported in the usual crates containing six baskets, 
most of the tomatoes passing through this port were exported 
in lug boxes, which are about 5 inches deep, 2 feet square and 


without partitions and contain an average of about 26 pounds 
net. 


The freight rates on these tomatoes from the point of 
shipment on the West Coast have been uniform to all points 
on the Pacific Coast of the United States and to all points 
as far as Minnesota, Wisconsin, Illinois, Missouri, and Missis- 
sippi, namely, $1.04 per 100 pounds. To furnish lug boxes 
and crates for these shipments between 90,000 and 100,000 
shooks have been imported from the Pacific Coast of the 
States.—From Consul Alexander V. Dye, Nogales State 
of Sonora.

Strike Situation Serious—Market unsettled in consequence—Rumor of 80c for pinks un- 


confirmed—Lower prices than 1911 likely—Total pack less than 1911. 


_ Reported by Telegraph 


Seattle, Wash., Aug. 2, 1912. 

Salmon:—As the days pass little if any improvement can be 
seen in the salmon market. Uncertainty as to the future trend 
of the market seems to be growing, due largely to the many 
unexpected things which have developed during the past six 
months, but more especially during the past six weeks. The 
most important of these is the fishermen’s strike in Alaska 
and on the Oregon coast. The situation in Alaska is bad and 
cannot help, so leading interests declare, but materially affect 
the size of the pack. All kinds of rumors are current rela- 
tive to this strike, one being that the old established packers 
who own their own traps are not at all adverse to letting the 
strike continue inasmuch as the ill effects fall heaviest upon 
the new concerns which located canneries in the north this 
season. The old firms reply to this charge of the new firms 
by saying that several of the oldest and best known firms in the 
north are getting hit harder than anyone else by the strike. 

Another development new to the industry is the fact that 
a few concerns are already trying to put out prices on pink 
salmon, and may force other packers into the open before they 
have a chance to see what the pack is going to be. This bears 
out the prediction made some time ago in The Trade that the 
old firms might have difficulty this year naming prices, and 
that the quotations would in all probability be put out earlier 
than in the past when the large majority of the packers were 
willing to wait until some line on the size of the pack could 
be obtained. 

This week packers and brokers have been besieged with 
telegrams from eastern connections claiming that certain in- 
terests on the coast are offering pinks at 80 cents. This has 
not been definitely confirmed here. That price is 20 cents less 
than last year’s opening price of $1. As a matter of fact 
pink salmon promises to be cheap in spite of everything, for 
conditions are such it will be about impossible to keep the 
price up to last year’s level. A large percentage of the pack 
of the new canneries in Alaska will be pinks and in the hands 
of firms which are new in the business and who will nautr- 
ally want to sell rather than hold. 

The new fish now coming down from Alaska comes onto a 
market packing life. There is practically no demand for 
spot fish and not to exceed 80 per cent of the probable 1912 
pack has been sold subject to approval of opening prices. 

The fish that is being taken vy the trade is for the most 
part being sold at a price which will conform to the opening 
quotations yet to be made. Packers cannot obtain a premium 
for new salmon as they have for several years past. 

Salmon canners on the Oregon Coast are having trouble 
with the fishermen and as a result operations have been 
hampered. The fishermen are trying to obtain five cents .per 
pound for chinooks, while the canners refuse to pay more 
than four cents. In view of the fact that the canners will 
not pay the price demanded, the fishermen have made ar- 


rangements to ship large quantities of fish to Portland, Ore., 
where it will be sold fresh. 


Inasmuch, however, as the men are for the most part using 
equipment owned by the canners, the canners appear to hold 
the whip hand should they decide to adopt stringent methods 
with the fishermen. The cannerymen are also arranging to 
bring in fishermen from the Columbia river who are willing 
to take the prices offered by the packers. The trouble is ex- 


pected to delay packing operations and to cut down the size 
of the season’s pack. ‘ 


It is generally conceeded that the total pack will be less 
than last year. Portland interests are predicting a reduction of 
twenty-five per cent. in the entire North Pacific Coast pack. 
The season has only a few days more to last on the Columbia 
river, ending under the law on August 15. The fish have been 
running better on the Columbia this week. Some large catches 
have been made—and packers are more.encouraged. Packers 
have been paying a premium for fish. Packers are predicting 
an 85 per cent. delivery of Columbia river fish. Seattle bro- 
kers with Columbia river accounts have been advised to stop 
selling. 

SHAD.—The demand for Columbia river shad is improv- 
ing. The business is being done on the basis of 75 to 80 
cents. Columbia river shad packers expect to have no diffi- 


‘culty disposing of their entire pack. 


FRUITS.—Fruit packers are now working on blackberries. 
The blackberry crop in Western Washington is the largest 
ever known, plenty of rain having fallen to bring the fruit to 
full maturity. The Puyallup cannery has just commenced to 
pack.

THE NET WEIGHT ON LABELS. 


The Amount Agreed Upon by the National Canners’ Association 
Necessary Only in States With Weight Laws— 
All Minimum Weights. 


We have so many and frequent requests for the agreed 
upon weights for canned foods, as adopted by the National 
Executive Committee at its meeting in Cleveland on March 
22d, and published in The Trade of March 29, that we are 
herewith reprinting them. We must again remind our readers 
that these are placed purposely low, so as to avoid any varia- 
tions in the fills, on the broad principle that there will never 
be prosecutions where the can is found to contain more than 
is claimed upon the label. These weights must not, therefore, 
be taken as a guage. A compliance with F. I. D. No. 144, is- 
sued since these weights were promulgated, requires the can 
to be full, for the Government makes no reference to weights 
upon the label, and requires no such statement. 

In making the statement upon the label it has been advised 
to use the legion: ‘Contents not less than—lbs.—ozs.”’ 

The States which at present have net weight laws are 
as follows: Florida, Nebraska, Nevada, North Dakota and 
South Dakota, Wyoming, Connecticut (goes into force Jan- 
uary 11th, 1913) and New York (goes into force June Ist, 


1913). In all of these the weight must be stated upon the 
label.

THE QUESTION OF FREE SUGAR. 


Another View Of This Question From The Independent 
Sugar Refiners’ Position—To The Canners It 
Would Apparently Be A Boon—A Let- 
ter From Arbuckle Brothers. 


(Continued from last week.) 
“FREE SUGAR AS AFFECTING OUR EXPORT TRADE.” 

Senator Lodge argues that Cuban reciprocity would be 
ended and the “advantages which we now have for our ex- 
ports in the Cuban market” destroyed by free sugar. Cuba pro- 
duces sugar cheaper than any country in the World. The 
Island lies at our doors. The planter can lay down his sugar 
in the New York market and have his moneys within a week. 
The East Indian planter must wait sixty to ninety days. The 
Cuban planter sells with exact knowledge of the market. The 
East Indian takes the chance of the changing markets. If 
the import tax on Cuban sugars were removed, our trade and 
commerce with that Island would grow apace. It is indeed 
a novel idea that the Cuban planter is protected by taxing his 
sugars more than half their values. The Hawaiian planter 
produces sugar at two cents per pound and he is in combina- 
tion with the steamship carriers, the refiners in California and 
with the beet sugar men. He is making enormous profits be- 
cause he sells at full New York prices, which include freight 
and duty. Mr. C. A. Spreckles testified that between 1894 ahd 
1895, he bought, operated and sold a plantation in the Haw- 
aiian Islands and made a clear profit. of nearly two million 
dollars. (Hearings before Committee on Finance, page 418.) 
Very little sympathy will be wasted upon the Hawaiian planter 
by those who know the combination of refiners, planters and 
beet sugar men who control prices on the Pacific coast.

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Gen. Clarence R. Edwards, Chief of the Bureau of Insular 
Affairs, stated before the Senate Committee on Finance (page 
176) that the Philippine Islands suffered from the limitations 
on their free export of sugar to the United States to 300,000 
tens per year and from their land laws which limit the acreage 
to be acquired by one person or corporation. We advocate the 
removal of both limitations that capital may seek investment 
’in Philippines and under better laws be highly remunerative. 
The export trade to the United States of the Philippine Islands 


would be greatly increased by laws which would increase their 
export of sugar to the United States. 


It must be conceded that the Louisiana planters are de- 
pendent upon the tariff. They were nursed on bounties and 
live on tariff taxes. They produce a crop the annual value 
of which is $25,000,000, and, for this, demand that the people 
of the United States shall be taxed from one hundred to one 
hundred and fifty million dollars every year. Louisiana plant- 
ers allege that it costs them 3% cents per pound to produce 
raw sugar. The cost in New York of Cuban sugars is less than 
two and a half cents and the Hawaiian planter during the last 
twenty-five years landed his raw sugars in New York at 2.96 
cents per pound. The Louisiana planter is engaged in an un- 
equal contest with nature, the result of which is certain. He 
will be driven out by the beet sugar men whom he supports 


teday. The constant fear of frost requires the Louisiana 
pianter to begin cutting in October before the cane is ma- 


tured. The result is that the sugar yield is from six to seven 
per cent. as compared with 10 to 12 per cent. in Cuba and in 
the Hawaiian Islands of 12 to 15 per cent. The Louisiana 
planter has received subsidies direct and indirect, through 
bounties and by a high protective tariff for 100 years and to- 
day confesses his inability to stand alone. He demands that 
the American people should be taxed over one hundred mil- 
lions that he may produce a crop of one-quarter of that amount. 
The statement of his claim is its complete refutation and an 


indignant people will not forever pay taxes to keep this costly 
exotic in full flower. It would be cheaper to buy the sugar 
lands and plant and sell them again at their value for other 
crops or annually to buy the whole crop. If the planters in 


Louisiana must be nursed until death a system of bounties is 
surely cheapest. 


The causes of high prices in Porto Rico are frankly stated 
by Mr. Frank A. Dillingham, who testified before the Commit- 
tee on Finance of the Senate in behalf of the Porto Rican cli- 
mate (pp. 208, 209): 

“The following reasons may be given for the high 
cost of cane delivered at the factory in Porto Rico: 

“In the first place, a large amount of cane is pur- 
chased from independent planters, not raised by the fac- 
tories themselves. The percentage varies from one-fourth 
to three-fourths. The number of independent farmers 
raising cane for the central factories runs into thousands, 
several hundred planting for one factory, of whom a large 
number are financed by the factory, directly or indirectly. 
In the parts of the island reached by the public-service 
railroads these planters have a choice between two and in 
some cases four factories, all of which are competing for 
their canes. It is only in one or two small isolated dis- 
tricts that the planters are dependent on any one factory. 
The result of this is that prices paid to planters are 
usually high. In Santo Domingo, for instance, the farmer 
is paid for his cane during the 15 to 20 years of its per- 
petual growth from 4 to 5 per cent. of the weight of his 
canes in sugar at the London market price, equivalent 
to from $1.25 to, $1.75 a ton. In Porto Rico, the 

plater is paid from 5% to 6 per cent. sugar at the New York 
price, amounting to from $4.50 to $5.50 per ton, with a bonus 
for canes of better quality, the factory paying the freight on 


canes from field to factory and the cost of weighing and other: 
incidental expenses. \

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“The better sugar lands in Porto Rico, having been in 
cultivation for many years, are more or less worn out and are 
also infected with disease. In the other islands in the West 
Indies, when either of these things occur, the planter lets the 
land revert and plants new land, of which there is an abund- 
ance; but in Porto Rico there is practically no new land, and 
the planter must therefore replant his old land, treating it to 
get rid of disease, fertilizing it with commercial fertilizers 
costing $40 per ton, and plowing with steam plows, costing 
$20,000 each to buy and from $15 to $16 per acre to operate. 
In saying there are no new cane lands in Porto Rico I use the 
term cane lands in the ordinary sense. New lands have been 
and are being planted in cane, but they are for the most part 
lands that could not be used for cane in any country that did 
not have protection. The Porto Ricans are planting and for 
several years have planted hillsides, hilltops, dry lands, shallow 
land, and, in fact, any lands within reach of a road or a rail- 
way. The independent planter does this because of the high 
price he can get from the factory for his canes, and the 
factory does it even more on its own lands, because even if the 
cultivation is carried on at a loss, the factory can none the less 
make its manufacturing profit on sugar from such canes, no 
factory in the island having cane sufficient for its operation 
to full capacity, and being therefore obliged to go to any rea- 
sonable expense to add to its supply.” 


The plea that ninety millions of people in the United 
States should be taxed to enable the Porto Ricans to make 
their worn-out and unfit lands profitable for the growth of 
sugar cane shows the extreme effrontery of the beneficiary of 
the tariff taxes. 

Senator Lodge argues the great benefit to the farmers from 
the sugar tariff schedule. The highest basis paid for sugar 
beets anywhere in the United States is on the following scale: 
$4.50 per ton for beets when the sugar contained is twelve

per cent. and 33 1-3 cents per ton advance for each one per 
cent. increase in the sugar contained. Mr. E. O. Licht, recog- 
nized the world over as the leading statistician of Europe in 
these matters, gives the average price paid the farmer for 
sugar beets in Germany (where the tariff on raw sugar is 


47c per 100 against our $1.685; and on refined sugar 52c 
against our rate of $1.90) per long ton, as followws: 


In 1909-1910, $5.30; 1910-1911, $5.44; 1911-1912 ,$5.56. 

This is not the whole-story. The beet growers of Europe 
are furnished with their beet seed free of charge. In the 
United States the factory imports the beet seed from Euroue 
and sells it to the farmer. In Europe the farmer gets 40 
to 60 per cent. of the pulp returned to him without charge. 
In the United States the pulp is sold by the factory to the 
farmer. The selfishness of the beet sugar factory owner 
and his disregard of the welfare of the farmer is further 
easily shown. The factories buy the sugar in the beets. 


When they buy the ton of beets they buy the sugar content 
and pay on the basis of the sugar content. 
“When they pay the farmer: 
$4.50 per ton for 12% Beets containing 240 
lbs. sugar they pay the farmer for the sugar 
that is in the beets at the rate of.......... 
$5.50 per ton for 15% Beets containing 300 
lbs. of sugar they pay the farmer for the 
sugar in those beets at the rate of........ 1.83c. per lb. 
$6.50 per ton for 18% Beets containing 360 Ibs. 
of sugar they pay the farmer for the sugar 
that is in those beets at the rate of 1.80c. per lb. 
“When they pay $6.50 for 18% beets they are actually 
paying less for the sugar in the beets (which is what they 
are buying), than if they paid $4.50 for 12% beets, or $5.50 
for 15% beets. It is clear that the reverse should be true 


because of the greater value to the factory of the highest test 
beets.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


The weather continues to be a source of much worri- 
ment to both corn and tomato canners, the former be- 
cause of the coolness, and the latter because of the rains. 


Every indication seems to point to a very decided 
improvement in the quality of the goods of the pack of 
1912, a consummation devoutly to be wished for. It 
should and will mean increased consumption, better 
prices, some profit and a great incentive to better work. 


And while the great bulk of the canners have set this 
as their rule, and we know will strictly abide by it, there 
may be some who try to use this as a blind to cover their 
own unfair goods. For these there is no treatment too 
harsh, as they are entitled to the treatment the rat re- 
ceives when caught. 


Those who prove the exception to this general rule 
of improvement in quality and pack, should be exposed 
by every right thinking canner. Their goods should be 
pointed out to the State and National Inspector, for 
there is no more unfairness in exposing these dispoilers 
of the fair name of canned foods, than there is in crying 
stop thief when that criminal is seen at his work. 


Some day our National Association, which is now 
doing magnificent work, but necessarily in the nature of 
preliminary work, will be able to handle these parasites 
and point them out to all the world, for the protection of 
the just canners, all of whom will be, if they are not now, 
members of that Association. Evils will creep in, but 
every canner owes it to himself and to his business to 
warn the public against those firms who use the general 
good reputation of the business to cloak their own dis- 
honesty and unfair goods. 


There is no uncharity in dealing harshly with those 
men who hurt the whole business by their actions, and 
it is a mistaken idea to wish to be lenient with them. A 
canner who is complying with all the laws of the State 
and Nation, as well as with his own conscience, is en- 
titled to protection, and he is not “a squealer” when he 
informs on the man or firm that is transgressing those 
laws. On the contrary he is not doing his full duty to 
knowingly allow dishonesty to thrive. He would not 
stand by and see a neighbor’s house robbed, and he has 
no moral right to allow any man to rob him, or his fellow 
canner; as is done by the canner who packs a dishonest 
can of goods, and is thereby able to sell it at a lower 
price. 


The ability to pack the goods at cheaper. price than 
another canner does not necessarily. mean dishonesty, 
and should not be so construed. The factory that is 
splendidly equipped with the latest time and labor saving 
machinery, can, of course, turn out its products at a 
lower price than the old, hand packing, or only partially 
equipped factory. Better buying and contracting of 
crops, improved business conditions and a hundred and 
one other things may honestly enter into the competition 
which allows one factory to sell its goods lower than 
another, and yet may possibly make more money, and 
such conditions, or rather the fact that one packer sells 
his goods at a price below the cost of another packer 
cannot rightfully be taken as a basis for the claim that 
he is not packing good goods. 


Any packer who makes such a claim as this against 
another packer will soon find himself in trouble, and 
rightly so. An unfounded accusation should never be 
made, and would have no attention paid it by the author- 
ities. But what we refer to are the men who are known 
to make a practice of always trying to produce something 
just a little cheaper, and who succeed only through the 
sacrifice of honesty and good quality. The whole busi- 
ness is compelled to war against these men or suffer the 
accusation of being parties to their frauds. Every honest

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jobber will lend his aid in this work, and help expose the 
dishonesty. 


In fact here is one consideration that every packer 
must keep in mind. Transgressions of the food laws‘are 
mainly found or detected when the goods are in the hands 
of the jobber, or have passed out to the retailer. In the 
State laws after the goods have passed to the retailers, if 
they have been packed in another State, the retailer is 
held accountable for them, with recourse to the jobber. 
In fact the retailer is always held by the State laws, and 
if the goods are State packed the packer may be reached 
through the jobber. With the Federal law, the guarantee 
protects the jobber, and he will have recourse to the 
_ packer. But the burden of the trouble falls upon the 
jobber, and as a consequence he is going to be very care- 
ful about the goods he handles and accepts, for canned 
foods are in for very careful consideration this season. 

The result of this is that futures will have to fully 
comply with the laws in all respects and be will up to 
quality or the packer may expect rejections. If there- 
fore the packer of good quality goods is enabled to unload 
them, it will be because the jobber wants to take them. 
He does not buy with his eyes shut, and can put forth no 
legitimate excuse “for having the goods on him,” when 
caught. But if the poor goods are not packed they can- 
not be bought. That is our side of this question.

COPPER SALTS PROHIBITED. 


Department of Agriculture—The Pure Food Law—Puts Ban 
on “Greened”’ Goods—Applies to Imported 
French Peas, not American Products. 


After considering the matter for more than three years the 
Ramsen Board appointed by former President Roosevelt to 
investigate the knoty problems which come before the Board 
of Food and Drug Inspection, has finally put the ban upon the 
use of copperas, or copper salts, in the coloring’ of green vege- 
tables. The Board has finally decided that it is used merely to 
cover defects or inferiorities in the goods, and that even small 
quantities of the copper are injurious to health. 

This decision is of little or no direct interest to the Ameri- 
can canner since this practice was discontinued years ago; 
but it wiil mean the exclusion of French peas, all of which 
are cclored with opperas, as the French Goovernment permits 
its use. In this light it is of very considerable importance to 
the pea packers of the country, and marks the ending of a long 
and bitter fight against the canned French peas. It has long 
been contended that it was an unjust discrimination against 
the American canned pea; to prohibit the use of copperas, or 
“greening” by the American canners and yet permit the im-

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The California Market | 


Splendid canning weather—Heavy Foreign business being done, especially with 


England—Shortage in better grades pronounced, and withdrawals now in 
order—Canned vegetable market firm both spot and futures. 


Reported by Telegraph 


San Francisco, August 2nd, 1912. 

Factories Busy.—The California canning season is 
now in full swing, with the big plants in the interior busy 
on peaches and pears and the Coast canners having all 
they can do to care for the offerings of apricots now 
being made by growers. Already the scarcity of avail- 
able labor is being felt by growers and packers and much 
fruit is rotting in the orchards as a result. Urgent calls 
for help have been sent to the large cities of the State 
but these have been unavailing and thousands of dollars 
will be lost through the inability of farmers to harvest 
their crops. There always is a shortage of labor at this 
season of the year, but this year it is more pronounced 
than usual, owing to the large crops that are now to be 
harvested and the fact that other industries are now at- 
tracting the attention of the floating population. Even 
in the large cities canners are having difficulty in securing 
sufficient help although every inducement possible is 
being made to attract workers. This scarcity of labor 
will preclude the possibility of an abnormal sized pack 
ut fruit being made this season and the future of tie 
canning industry depends largely on an increase in popu- 
lation here. The pack of fruit to be made here this year 
will probably be lighter than many suppose, not because 
of any lack of fruit for the crop is a large one, but be- 
cause desirable grades are scarce and packers do not care 
to extend themselves in putting up a large pack of low 
grade fruit with high priced labor. 

Apricots.—The pack of apricots is proving to be a 
great disappointment to canners generally as the fruit is 
running extremely small in size and it is now figured that 
the pack of Extras and Extra Standards can scarcely be 
larger than it was last year when the crop was light and 
prices high. The pack of high grades is already well 
sold up and one firm, the California Fruit Canners’ As- 
sociation, has withdrawn prices on No. 3 Extra peeled 
and unpeeled apricots as well as No. 2% Special Extra 
apricots. This firm has also withdrawn offerings of No. 
10 Double Extra Royal Anne Cherries and No. 1 Tall 
Extra Royal Anne Cherries and No. 2% Standard and 
Second Pears and No. 10 Standard Pears. The packing 
of pears is now under way and the quality of this fruit 
promises to be fair, although larger sizes are rather 
scarce. 

Peaches Running Small.—The hot wave has been 
followed by a cool spell and peaches are now ripening 
under the most favorable conditions but the fruit is run- 
ning to small sizes, as has been the rule with cherries and 
apricots. Fresh fruit prices have taken another drop and 
growers who have waited until late to dispose of their 

-crops are realizing less than those who made contracts 


early in the season. From $15 to $20 a ton is being paid 
for orange clings and $25 is now about the limit for 
Tuscans. Freestones are to be had for $15 and some 
purchases have been made at even a lower figure. 

Tomato Canning Commenced.—The packing of 
tomatoes has commenced in the Imperial Valley and de- 
liveries will soon be in order as there is an active demand 
for spot tomatoes that cannot be met by wholesalers. 
The Imperial Valley Canning Company ,of Imperial, S. 
E. Bentley, manager, has made an early start on this 
vegetable and will probably turn out about 90,000 cases 
this season. In the Northern section of the State tomato 
packing will not be commenced before September, or 
before the rush of the fruit season is at an end. Packers 
have disposed of all the future tomatoes they care to and 
no further offerings will be made until packing is under 
way. 
The first shipment of Japanese crab of this season’s 
pack is now at hand, but is smaller than was anticipated. 
Heavy storms off the Japanese fishing grounds have in- 
terfered with early packing and not only will the pack be 
light, but there will be a scarcity of the better grades. 
Local jobbers are advising the trade that they will not be 
able to fill contracts and not more than a fifty per cent. 
delivery is anticipated. 

Buyers are now in the field making purchases of the 
new crop of olives and higher prices are being offered 
than was the case last year, as a result of the reports of 
light crops in Spain and Italy. The output of canned 
ripe olives in this State will be larger than ever before, 
the demand for this article having shown a wonderful 
advance during the past year. 

Coast Notes.—A new salmon cannery is to be 
erected this year at Requa by Henry Westbrook, Jr., this 
making three to be operated there. The salmon run is 
commencing and packing will be under way shortly. 

The schooner Transit, bound for the Arctic regions 
reached Cape Blossom on July 16, and unloaded there the 
cannery outfit taken north by Sig Arntzen. This will be 
the only salmon cannery located north of the Arctic 
Circle. 

Opening prices on canned salmon were made last 
year during the last week of August, but will probably 
be named earlier this year as the policy of packers has 
already been virtually decided upon. Lower prices will 
rule for all grades of fish and special efforts will be made 
to stimulate tha sale of the cheaper grades, large quan- 
tities of which are still in the hands of wholesalers and 
retailers. The export trade will receive special atten- 


tion and even now concessions are being made by certain 
packing interests to foreign buyers of pinks and chums. 
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The California Fruit Canners’ Association has com-’ 
menced the packing season at its Stockton plant and ex- 
pects to put up about 300,000 cases there this year. 

J. W. Meiser, of Lincoln, Cal., is installing a small 
cannery at the Olivette ranch to care for this season’s 
crop. 

William Rolph, secretary of the Griffith-Durney Co., 
of San Francisco, was operated on recently for appen- 
dicitis.

BALTIMORE. 


Baltimore, Md., August 3, 1912. 
Dear Sirs: 

A brisk business was done this week in spot tomatoes for 
quick shipment, and the new goods were scattered in all di- 
rections in less than carload lots, the same character of buy- 
ing that has prevailed here during the last three weeks. The 
prices eased-off from the closing quotations of last week, and 
the quality is satisfactory to the buyers. The outlook is for 
another active week ahead, and when the Maryland crop is 
ripe and ready for canning purposes, say about August 15th, 
all the canneries in this section will open up for the season. 
It is reported that the crop will be a week later this season than 
usual, and that the frequent rains have caused a blight which 
have given the vines a setback, but all rumors about the situa- 
tion must be taken with a grain of salt until they are verified. 
Present selling prices are based on the belief that the coming 
crop is going to be a record breaker, and that the output of 
the canned article will exceed that of the banner year, 1907. 
Things go wrong with the tomato crop as often as with other 
crops, however, and conservative buying now may prove to be 
a safe course to pursue. Should the development in the next 
three weeks be anyway unfavorable for the crop the market 
prices would promptly stiffen up. Be prudent, but not over- 
cautious in buying tomatoes. 

Shipments of spot tomatoes from Baltimore to meet cur- 
rent wants can be made, in small lots, same day we receive 
them, if before noon, otherwise they will go forward the next 
day. String beans were the next most active article here this 
week, and they look stronger now. ._ Spinach was also stronger, 
under a light demand, because the holdings are so small. Sauer 
kraut was active and firmer this week, and it is getting scarce 
here. Spot sweet potatoes are attracting attention because 
of reduced prices. Peas continue to move out in small lots, 
and the stocks here are lights, all grades. In the other lines of 
vegetables the buying is light just now. : 

A few new peaches have been packed in the last ten days, 
pie peaches and seconds, but any one jobber could easily 
handle in ordinary times twice the quantity made up to this 
date. If the reports prove to be true, the peach crop in Mary- 
land, Delaware and New Jersey this season, available for can- 
ning purposes, will be very small. The only other lines of 
fruits left for canning here this season are pears and apples. 
The berries, cherries and pineapples are all in the cans, and 
the stocks of all of them held here are remarkably light as 
compared with other seasons. Because of very late delivery 
of Hawaiian pineapples, the Baltimore canners have had an 
excellent demand for their pineapples, and they are sold up 
closely. The market looks strong ahead for all kinds of canned 
fruits. 

Cove oysters are firm but dull. It is reported that there 
will be no oysters canned hereafter to weigh less than five 
ounces and ten ounces under recent ruling of Pure Food De- 
partment.

SPOT TOMATOES:—New Packed Tomatoes are command- 
ing attention at the present time. This year they have been 
considerably above the average for quality, and those who 
packed them found a ready market on the basis of 90 and 
95c f. o. b. factory—the higher price being for immediate 
shipment, while the lower was for prompt. There will be 
quite a lapse of time before the regular packing and we would 
advise those who want some of these new packed Tomatoes to 


send their orders in immediately and we will do what we 
can to take care of them. 


FUTURE TOMATOES:—tThe thing that has most con- 
cerned the packers the past week, and which has been the 
general topic of conversation,- has been the question of labor 


for canning purposes—this being particularly scarce, and on 
account of the unusual demand for same it has practically 


placed the price of labor beyond the packers’ reach—but even 
if they come to some satisfactory agreement on a scale of 
of wages to pay we doubt, if there happens to be a big crop, 


if sufficient labor can be had to make a pack above a normal ~ 
one. 


A few things to consider are—Bare Market—Future Sales 
—Better Quality in the can—Higher Prices for raw stock and 
labor—and with all these things considered jobbers would 


make no mistake in anticipating their full wants now at the 
present asking prices. 


We quote No. 3 standards, 82%c@85c; No. 2 standards, 


62%c @ 65c, and No. 10 standards, $2.40@$2.45, with 100 
per cent deliveries guaranteed. 


SPOT CORN:—A few small orders came to hand this week 
and it has been with difficulty that these were taken care of as 
most packers in this vicinity are sold up on all grades and 


varities and will have no carry-over. The market is un- 
changed from previous issue. 


FUTURE CORN :—tThere has been a better inquiry the past 
week for future corn. Jobbers have had a chance to unload 


some of the stocks they were carrying and are now showing 
an interest in the future proposition. 

We have stated before that the early plantings would not 
bring a good yield and that the late plantings were doing 
better owing to the recent rains—but the cool weather that 
we have been having has kept it back. Some growers in this 
vicinity say a 60 per cent crop—others 75 per cent, but it is 
a matter of speculation how the crop will turn out,—yet it 
looks at this time as if we would not get a normal pack. 
This seems to apply to other corn growing districts as well as 
ours. The present asking prices are surely reasonable taking 
into consideration that the packers’ cost is even greater than 
last year.

We are just in receipt of a placard of Dont’s for the corn 
packer, put out by the pushy and energetic State Association 
of lowa, and which is so full of good advice and food for 
thought that it requires no added comment. Read it over and 
thoroughly digest it, for its application is just as essential in 
every State packing corn, as it is in Iowa, and we cannot re- 
frain from congratulating President Jones, and Secretary Drake 
of the Iowa Canners Association for their efforts to place Iowa 
corn at the top, and for the originality of this last excellent 
effort. We feel that it is going to be complied with, and that 
by so doing great credit will redeund to the packers of that 
State. Watch Iowa’s smoke; for her packers are men wha 
believe in doing things, We give the card herewith: 7

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“TO ALL IOWA CORN CANNERS.” 


Hang This in a Conspicuous Place in Your Office. 

In a few weeks we will again be in the midst of another 
canning season, it will therefore be well within the keeping 
of good judgment and our personal interests, to take up some 
of the things that are going to vitally effect the ultimate re- 
sults of the pack of Corn of Nineteen Twelve. That the 
United States Government authorities at Washington are get- 
ting very close to the Canners of America and in the interest 
of both the Canners and the People, are going to demand 


that the slip shod methods of former years be forever aban- 
doned and in lieu thereof, the principals of a square deal wil! 
be all that will be tolerated, there can be no doubt. 

At the suggestion of the members of our association, at 
our last meeting held in Cedar Rapids, Iowa, on July 18, 
1912, the purpose of this communication will be to set forth 
in a few DON’TS which if adhered to strictly, will be of vital 
importance to the canning interests of this country. We there- 
fore adjure you at the RISK of your own financial PERIL not 
to ignore the following: 


1. DON’T Be a few days late in starting canning, start a few 
days early if anything, you can never catch up, no 
Packer yet has been thus behind and CAUGHT 
UP, and at the same time maintained his QUAL- 
ITY. If for reasons unavoidable you find yourself 
in this position, don’t try to save the corn by can- 
ning it. By all means leave it in the field and start 
in with the corn that is JUST RIGHT for canning 
and maintain your quality. 


Allow any unsanitary -conditions around your fac- 
tory. To neglect this on your part, may mean the 
loss of good foods after they are in the can, and 
at the same time, hurt the reputation of your Plant 
and the business in a general way. 

Allow the slightest trace of YELLOW corn to get 
into the can, a failure to observe this, we are in- 
formed, will be interpreted by the ‘Authorities, 
where a Sweet Corn label is found on the can, as 
MISSBRANDING. This means that EVERY CAN- 
NER must absolutely SORT his corn and know 
exactly what he is putting into the can. 

4. DON’T Label any corn as FANCY when you have to use 
over four ounces of syrup, to get the given con- 
sistency. 

Label any corn as standard, when to get the given 
consistency you have to use over six or seven 
ounces of syrup, as corn that requires over six or

seven ounces of syrup can be nothing more or less 
than Understandard, which hurts the Packer who 
cans IT, alienates the consumer who buys IT, and 
ruins the business that tolerates IT. 

6. DON’T Allow the contents of your cans tobe sloppy, a 
failure on your part in this connection, will be con- 
sidered as ADULTERATION, which needs no fur- 
ther comment on our part. 


Don’t Don’t in the future, if you have in the past, 
use Seed Corn that is over two years from PURE 
EASTERN grown seed. To get seed with STRONG 
VITALITY it ought to be grown in the State one 
year, from PURE Eastern grown seed, then planted 
for canning the second year, but let that be your 
LIMIT.
